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A Public Library in Louisville. 

Some months ago we urged upon our 
citizens tJie necessity of establishing a 
Circulating Lihrary in Louisville. We 
had heard a good deal of talk about what 
the old managers of the Mechanic ASSO- 
ciati >!!, Hm teachers and pupils of the 
High School intended to do, but we have 
waited patiently for the realization of 
their proposed plans, and have waited in 
vain. Surely such accomplished schol- 
ars a* Dr. Bell and Noble Butler might 
spare a few moments of their valuable 
time to see what is actually needed for 
this purpose. We would like to hear 
from either of these gentlemen on the 
subject. Of course the people of this 
city Lave uo greater claim on them, 
than on many others who are ju-t as 
deeply interested in the pros p er i ty and 
well-beingof Louisville. But some how 
or other many of the leading men of OUT 
city display such a wonderful lack of en* 
Ulllriea and spirit of accommodation in 
l!a< Mf&of thing, that we have hardly 
the courage to ask the assistance of any 
of them. But with Prof. Butler and Dr. 
Bell, the public have met with encour- 
agement in everything of this kind. Our 
column* are freely offered for the pur- 
pose c.f bringing about a result BO desira- 
ble as the establishment of a Library in 
our midst. Take the large Circulating 
Libra ri' s from New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Cincinnati, and you would 
deprive these cities of more than one 
half of their attractions It is a sad 
commentary on the past history of Lou- 
isville, that so few facilities have been 
offered the public for the acquisition of 
knowledge. 

We in rejoiced to lind some of our 
city cotemjMirarics disposed tosecond the 
OaV.ettein this matter. The Courier of 
Tuesday had the following judicious ed- 
itorial : 

In a city of the size, wealth ami pros- 
perity of Louisville, it is certainly a la- 
mentable fact that there is no such thing 
as a large and well-selected public libra- 
ry. Manv cities of half her size can 
boast of one, If not more, of these useful 
Institutions , and not only that, but also 
well appointed gymnasia, line public 
bath*, and other useful accessions to a 
civilized community. The absence of a 
librarv heir i- not owing to want of 
means, or apathy on the part of our citi- 
zens, for the desire is often expressed to 
have something of the kind; but it is 
due to the fact that no well-directed effort 
bus been made for the attainment of 
thin object. 

If books were now written on parch- 
ment, as in olden times when M the art 
preservative of all arts" was unknown, 
there might be some excuse for this state 
of things, but in this age of progress, 
when there are so many facilities for the 
collection and preservation of all kinds 
of information, there is no reason why 
Louisville should not have a carefully 
selected library of valuable books for the 
instruction and amusement of all who 
desire to read them. 

A considerable sum would necessarily 
l>e required to purchase a suitable library 
and a building in which to place it; but 
this sum might be raised either by sub- 
scription, or hy subscription and the es- 
tablishment of a lecture association com- 
bined. A project was sometime since 
talked of to inaugurate a lecture season 
here this winter, and appropriate the 
proceeds to the purchase of a library, 
but we do not see any sign of its being 
carried out. , , v , 

It is needless to speak of the benefits 
of a public library; the difficulty is to 
net one. We throw out these remarks 
more for the purpose of leading some one 
to take hold of the matter than to pre- 
flffimiiflr niATi of our own. vVe 



Since the al*>ve was written we tire 
gratified to learn that a company has 
been organized in this city, styled the 
Louisville Library Association, which is 
making rapid progress in securing a firm 
basis for the establishment of a library 
which will be an honor to the city. 

Two or three meetings have already 
been held, at which a great deal of en- 
thusiasm was manifested, and the indi- 
cations now are that in a few weeks a 
series of lectures by some of the most 
eminent speakers in the country will be 
delivered In this city, and the proceeds 
devoted to the purchase of a library.

Proposed Reduction of Taxation. 

It is stated, with how much truth we 
do not know, that the Revenue Commis- 
sioners appointed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury will recommend to the next: 
session of Congress further reductions in 
our internal tax list, and a corresponding 
de crease In our tariff duties. These re- , 
ports are received in husinesschcles with | 
evident gratification, .-bowing how im- 
portant the measure is regarded. All 
classes appear to be anxious that Con- 
gress should take up the subject without 
delay, and act upon it in a manner cal- 
culated to meet the necessities of the 
country. 

It is evident that legitimate business |g 
languishing at the present time, very 
many departments of industry failing to 
be remuiieiatiyc. There are several 
causes for this: chief among them, how- 
ever, is, we believe, the burden of taxa- 
tion which we tire now laboring under, 
resulting as it does in high prices and re- 
stricted consumption, it is customary 
to impute the present increase in the C -t 
of living to an Inflated currency. We 
would by no means underestimate the 
influence of this agency to derange val- 
ues; but, at the same time, while we are 
intent on curing this evil, we should re- 
member that even a resumption of specie 
payments would not bring rates back to 
the standard of i860. 

The impolicy of unnecessary taxation 
is apparent in many way.-. All know 
that high prices are a positive evil. They 
compel the consumers to limit their sup- 
plies; and this, of course, reacts adverse- 
ly on production. With less production, 
there is necessarily less wealth; and, 
with that, less ability to pay takes. A 
( Sovemment that succeeds in reaching its 
people to dispense with articles not of 
absolute necessity has weakened private 
energy and deprived itself of the ability 
to resist oppression. It has only created 
the Indian's standard of wealth, "while 
white men have labored find made many 
things that are useful and convenient, 
we, Indians, have learned not to want 
them." A statesman of a civilized coun- 
try would hardly wish to bring about 
such a state of things ; and yet (his is 
what our heavy burden of taxation must 
necessarily produce. 

We are perfectly conscious that the re- 
quirement- of the war and the debt that 
war has left have been the occasion and 
necessity for an enormous revenue. The 
two and a half to three thousand mill- 
ions of dollars which we owe must be 
provided for principal and interest. No 
good citizen fa willing to impair the pub- 
lic credit. But it is not necessary for this 
purpose i<> pay the debt at a period -o 
brief as to overstrain the capacity of our 
people. We have expended our energy 
and treasure to carry on the war, and it 
is not wise to hasten the liquidation of 
the debt, before we shall have had oppor- 
tunity to recuperate. Yet, it appears to 
us, that this |g precisely what our present 
revenue system is doing. For the fiscal 
year ending on the 30th of June last, tin 
receipts into the Federal Treasury 
amounted to more than uoo.o.vi, as 
follow>: custom-, sl7;i,oi';,<;-;o !; -ale of 
Lands, $865,031 03; direct tax, $1,974,754 12; 
internal revenue, §309,236.813 61; miscel- 
laneous sources, !sij},125,'J60 -Hi. It has 
been computed that they will, at the 
present rates, amount for the current 
fiscal year to about $680,000,000. Such 
an extraordinary sum drawn from the 
productive industry of the country dose 
upon its exhaustion from Mar, must, if 
persisted in for a long period, seriously 
Check if not arrest its prosperity. Cer- 
tainly it ought not to be done unle.-s the 
necessity for it shall be imperative. 

This, we are happy to say, is not the 
case. The civil and foreign service of 
tin- country requires only an expenditure 
of aliout forty millions of dollars. The 
War Department will require an equal 
amount, and the Navy perhaps as much 
mo r e. The pension and other charges 
will be t'.bout twenty millions in round 
numbers. The interest on the public 
debt will not exceed one hundred and 
forty millions, making two hundred and 
eighty million dollars in all. If, then, to 
this we add a sinking fund of only 
000,000 annually, we would have' suffi- 
cient to pay all the yearly charges against 
the government, and be able to liquidate 
the whole amount of the debt in the life- 
time of a generation. 

It is practicable;, therefore, for Congress 
to reduce the aggregate of our taxes to 
three-fifths, if not one-half, their present 
volume, and still maintain the public 
credit and meet honorably all engage- 
ments. Whatever amount is raised more 
than is necessary for these purposes is 
extortionate, and must boarupon the tax 
pavel with undue severity. Instead of 
Wilding up the industries of the country, 
it wrests from the producer the very 
means of subsisting himself and paying 
any tax whatever. The agriculturist 
disposing of his land to liquidate his 
debts, instead of occupying it and pro- 
viding for them with the income, is no 
inapt picture of a Government prosecut- 
ing such a policy. Let there be delay till 
our people shall have begun . prosper 
again, and then we shall be abb to repay 
all with ease. 

No legislation can be more popular; 
but the reductions must be maw e with 
core. The ruling principle should be to

This, 
we think, is not sounTpolicy." No tax is 
collected so economically as this, and 
with so little Injury to the tax payer. It 
is the body of indirect taxes that" are es- 
pecially productive of evil. They cost 
the Government, in many cases, more 
than the amount of the "tax to collect 
them, and they are the excuse for sad- 1 
thing a still larger burden by the pro- ! 
('nicer upon the consumer. The manu- j 
lecturer who pays three per cent, to the | 
Government wul charge his customers 
ten per cent, to reimburse himself. 

Then, again, another principle which 
should govern, is to relieve from taxa- 
tion all our production. We cannot com- 
pete with other countries, when we put 
burdens on the producer thai the foreign- 
er does not labor under. Thus, in taxing 
manufactures, we are shutting out our 
manufacturer from foreign markets. In 
taxing cotton we tire putting a premium 
on foreign production, which, under this 
stimulus, and the present difficulties our 
own planters experience, bids fair to se- 
riousiy cripple the planting interest. 

But we have not space tit p r ese n t to 
note special cases of hanbhip. Every 
consideration of sound political economy 
dictates that the tax burden should he at 
onee diminished, and SO divided a- to 
render it as easy tis possible to carry. We 
are at this moment the most heavily 
taxed of any people; and our patience, 
so exemplary and deserving, should not 
be overborne. We acknowledge, we in- 
sist on the Importance and imperative 
duty of maintaining the faith of the na- 
tion. Hut we do not lose sight of the 
tact that the debt was created in the first 
instance because it was supposed to be 
impossible to raise immediately by tax 
the amounts of money required. For 
the li'ie reason the same principle should 
lie applied in the matter of its payment. 
The liquidation should by no mean- be 
so accelerated as to operate prejudicially 
to the enterprise and best interests of the 
people. Give time t > recover from the 

shock and depression occasioned by war, 

and then there will be greater ability to 
endure taxation. — [CJu nmieit , 

Condition of Domestic Manufactures. 

£The condition of our manufacturing 
industries presents features which excite 
some degree of foreboding in the minds 
of sagacious observers. Although this 
may be affirmed of our manufacturing 
generally, yet we apply the remark more 
especially to our cotton and woolen man- 
ufactures, as coming specially within the 
representation of this journal. It Is well 
known to all connected with these in- 
dustries thai the four years of war were, 
upon the whole, a period of extraordi- 
nary prosperity with these interests. At 
the opening of the war, large accumula- 
tions of cotton goods were held by man- 
ufactures, upon which they realized a 
very huge advance on prices; ami, in 
addition to this, they secured well nigh 
In- double the ordinary profit upon their cur- 
rent production during the period in 
which cotton steadily rose from 10 cents 
to $1 per pound. Their profits during 
this period were something almost un- 
precedented in the history of manutat- 
iuring. The manfaeturers of woolen 
goods, though not fortunate to an equal 
extent, yet realized extraordinary profits 
during the period from lStil to the close 
of 1864. The price of wool steadily ad- 
vanced, giving to their Stocks of raw ma- 
terial a constantly increasing value, and 
al-o enabling them to get higher prices 
for their goods. The immense demand 
for goods for the army and navy, causing 
a consumption of wool estimated at 50 
millions of pounds per annum, also had 
the effect of producing a scarcity of ordi- 
nary goods, which was naturally attend- 
ed with prices. Fnder these circumstan- 
ces, the woolen trade reaped a rich har- 
vest out of the nation's misfortunes. The 
natural effect of these extraordinary 
profits was to induce many of the own- 
ers of cotton mills only partially work- 
ed to adapt their machinery for the man- 
ufacture of woolen goods. New capital 
was atttactcd into an investment which 
was proving so profitable. New mills 
were built; and those already existing in- 
creased their machinery. And this in- 
crease of productive power wtis materi- 
ally stimulated by the increase of the 
duties upon foreign woolens; which, in 
accordance with protectionist logic, was 
generally construed as favoring the pros- 
perity 01 domestic interests. 

The effect of this prosperity was very 
different in the case of the woolen and 
the cotton interests. In the woolen trade, 
a large proportion of the extraordinary 
profits was invested in increasing its pro- 
ductive resources. In the case of the 
cotton trade, a large number of mills 
were surrendered to the woolen trade; so 
that the close of the war perhaps found 
us with fewer spindles than we had at 
its commencement, a circumstance much 
in favor of that branch of trade, inas- 
much as it counteracted the natural ten- 
dency to a decline in prices. Thus the 
change that brought an advantageous 
relief to the cotton trade, tended to sad- 
dle upon the woolen manufacture the se- 
rious injury of a protracted over-produc- 
tion. It is partially owing to this cir- 
cumstance that the cotton trade has so 
well regulated its supply of goods to the 



condition of the market during the last essJsa to place himself under embar- 
twdve or eighteen months. Had there I rassrng obligations to bis distributing 
been the same number of spindles in agent, would be able to obtain any neces- 
operation as formerly, there would have 
been more competition tor cotton, which, 
upon a light supply, would have tended 



to force Up the price; and, at the -ante 
time, a larger production of go. ..is, which 
would have tended to force down their 
value; so that the trade would have suf- 
fered much more from the downward 
course of prices than it actually has. Nor 
is it to be overlooked that the cotton 
manufacturers have not, as in the case 
of the woolen trade, invested their sav- 
ings in new buildings and machinery, 
but have reserved a good proportion of 
their profits for working capital. This 
has enabled not a few of them to be in- 
depedent of enUMwrassing advances tress 
commission agents, and gives them an 
adequate resource against the los^.s in- 
cident to the collapse of the intlation of 
prices. In this view of the case, it Would 
seem reasonable to conclude that the 
manufacturers of cotton goods are not, 
as a rule, in a condition calculated to ex- 
cite any serious apprehension of their 
ability to stand the searching test of the 
decline in prices toward the normal lev- 
el. It would doubtless have been better 
had some of the huge corporations paid 
more regard to providing for the ultimate 
fall of prices, by providing an ample re- 
serve capital, and shown less anxiety to 
distribute large dividends. But, under 
till the circumstances, it may perhaps l>o 
safely presumed that those who need 
working capital will find commission 
houses who deem it safe to advance it. 

With very many of the woolen manu- 
facturers, the ease is very different. — 
They have employed their savings in the 
purchase of new machinery ; instead of 
foreseeing that the suspension of the war 
demand and the substitution of woolen 
fabrics by cotton, as the latter grew 
Cheaper, would cause ultimately a di- 
minished consumption of woolen goods. 
They thus find them-elves without ade- 
quate capital for running their enlarged 
works; and their limited means are lieing 
steadily diminished by the losses attend- 
ant upon an ex c e s si ve production of 
goods. The large failure at Cbhosa is 
plincpally attributable to these very 
causes; though it may have been precip- 
itated by an unusual recklessness and 
incompetence in management. A natu- 
ral consequence of this course of affairs 
is very apparent among the agents of 
manufacturers in thi- city. Commi--ion 
houses are flooded with applications for 
advances of capital front woolen manu- 
facturers, advances not upon goods con- 
signed, buit in addition to the ordinary 
loans of that character. The proposaji 
of this character made to some of the 

larger commission funis recently exceed 
in amount what would be credited, were 
we to make definite statements. There 
is a class of new house- who, in their ea- 
ger competition for accounts, have met 
these applications With large advances 
of capital, probably upon conditions 
which they consider makes them secure; 
but the more conservative firms feel that 
such a business is loo hazardous to lie 
encouraged, and that they cannot under- 
take to provide the working capital of 
the manufacturer without compromising 
their own position and incurring risks 
which do not properly belong to their 
business. We do not venture an opin- 
ion as to the extent to which advances 
of this character have been made to the 
woolen manufacturers; but it maybe 
safely asserted that, under existing cir- 
cumstances, such loans ate attended 
with great risk. The present hanking 
intlation may render the negotiation of 
notes issued in these transactions com- 
paratively easy; and this with sanguine 
merchants no doubt helps to foster the 
evil; but the question is surely worth 
considering what would be the state of 
affairs should any unexpected events 
compel the banks to exercise a severe dis- 
crimination in their discounts. Or sup- 
pose that a few failures of manufacturers 
should make the fact still more patent, 
that the commission houses arc deeply 
involved in the affairs of the manufac 
turers, and that the mill owner 
stered up in an unsound condition by 
New York capital; what then would be- 
come of the negotiability of commission 
paper*? The banks would discount less 
of such credits ; the commission agents 
would be compelled to curtail their ac- 
commodation to the manufacturers; 
many of the manufacturers would have 
to suspend; with their suspension, that 
of their agents would follow; the stop- 
page would extend equally to the wool 
houses; and thus we should have, inevi- 
tably, a serious panic in one of our lead- 
ing branches of industry; which, in the 
present unsound condition of affairs 
might result in the most serious general 
disaster. 

We have no desire to excite unneces- 
sary apprehension; but we can see noth- 
ing but evil as the probable result of 
allowing the present unsound condition 
of affairs to go unchecked. The true 
course for manufacturers is, not to seek 
loans which will enable them temporarily 
to withstand the effects of a losing busi- 
ness; but to take the means for prevent- 
ing their business resulting in loss. The 
only effective means to that end is a cur- 
tailment of production; and a severe cur- 
tailment. Were every woolen manufac- 
turer in the country to reduce his produc- 
tion for next spring one-third below the 
current amount, he would have less oc- 



iry advances upon more advantageous 
terms, and would probably realize upon 
his production a moderate prafM instead 
of a heavy loss. By this course alone 
can the woolen trade be saved from the 
most serious disaster. — [X. )'. Economist. 

Monthly Report of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture. 

DKIWKTMKNT OK AlilMCl LTURE, ) 
W'ishhif/ton, J). C, Oct. 1S66. f 
The returns of local correspondents, 
up to the first day of Oetol>er, verify, in 
all essential particulars, the statements 
respecting the crops contained in pre- 
vious monthly exhibits 

The condition of corn has suffered some 
deterioration from early frosts and ex- 
cessive rains, but the quantity of the 
crop is larger than the largest ever pre- 
viously chronicled in the country. A fi- 
nal summary of its amount and quality 
will be given in the next report. 

In the production of wheat, next to 
corn our most important cereal, our ag- 
riculture has been unfortunate for the 
past three seasons. The crops of l)S02and 
hS0;j in the North were good, and exhibi- 
ted a gratifying bseressc as compared 
with the crop of l s -">'>. The year lst;4 
witnes-ed a slightly diminished product, 
followed by a further diminution in i860, 
in quantity as well as in quality. Lest 
misapprehensions of the extent of this 
decreased supply should prevail, there- 
turns and estimates of these years should 
be viewed in a group:

The estimate for the present year, now 
nearly complete, will not vary much 
from 14.'!,<>nn,onO bushels, showing a small 
percentage of decrease, which is fully 
com i>e 11 sated by the comparatively su- 
perior quality of the grain, as was pre- 
dicted in a preceding number. This i- 
ten millions of l.ushels more than the 
crop of lsjo, and is within live millions 
of a propuct in proportion to the increas- 
ed population. 

The diminution in the South is more 
apparent. The rstisnstss jwiint to less 
than seventeen millions of bushels in 
the eleven States hitherto unrejiorted— a 
fraction less than five-tenths of the crop 

of 10m 

It is worthy of remark, in connection 
with the' diminution of the the three past 
seasons, that the wheat crop of England 
has been likewise deficient since 1S64. 

The California wheat harvest, of which 
little mention has been publicly made in 
connection with, the prc-ent crop, is ex- 
cessive. In 1800 the product of this 
young State was nearly six millions of 
bushels. Now, it is seriously claimed 
by leading California agriculturists that 
the surplus for export will lie nearly dou- 
ble that (plant ity. 

It is evident that the entire crop will 
exceed by several millions that of 1S59, 
when the yield was reported at 17:?,104,- 
991 bushela. Then there were five and 
a Self b u s h els to each individual; in 1866 
the estimates point to five bushels to 
each inhabitant. There is no ground, 
then, for apprehensions of scarcity, and 
little exeBse, in the amount of the crop, 
for starvation prJesSj 

The yield of oats is extraordinary, and 
the quality excellent. The indications 
point to an Increase from 171,497,072 
bushels In 1800 to 271,912,005 in 190ft. It 
is the only crop in the South that main- 
tains an equalitv with its last census ex- 
hibit. 

Hay is less in quantity than in the 
previous year by from one to two-tenths, 
hut is U-tter in quality. 

An analysis of the Southern returns up 
to October 1 do not warrant a* reduction 
of the former cotton estimate much be- 
low one and three-fourths million of 
bales, though it is too eary for final esti- 
mates.

The diminution in the South is more 
apparent. The estimates point to less 
than 17. o.jmmsi bu-hel* in the eleven 

states heretofore unrepresented — a frac- 
tion less than live-tenths of thecrop of 
1850. 

It la worthy of remark in c >unection 
with the diminution of tbe three past 
reasons that the whe at crop of England 
b.as been likewise deficient since is';4. 
The California wheat crop, of which 
little note has been publicly made in 
connection with the present crop, i* ex- 
cessive. In 1860 the product of this 
young .State wa* nearly u.'Kio.n.m bu-lu Is; 
now it i* claimed by leading California 
agriculturists thai the surplus for export 
will nearly double that quantity. 

It is evident that the entire wheat erop 
will exceed by several millions that of 
I860, when the yield was 173,104,924 
bushels.

The average quality of food for cattle 
of all kinds should be equal to that of 
good hay.

It Is the fanner's misfor- 
tune to injure more or less of the hay 
erop in the' curing. Besides, he usually 
ha.- corn-stalks, wheat, rye and oar 
straw, swamp hay and other thing not 
sufficiently nourishing alone, and yet too 
valuable to be wasted. !;' white feeding 
these io e trtain < lasses of his stock (they 
should not be offered to milch cow 
working animals, or to those he i- fatte t- 
ing , what he ha* to do i* to mend the 
quality of these inferior foods by adding 
some which are above the ordinary 
standard, a these are below. Thus, If 
you "ilve an animal two quarts of oil- 
|cake eaeh day, or three quarto of corn 
r three or four quarts of corn and 

»und together, or half a bushel of 
any rot : crop, then with any 
cheap fare fir the rest of hi* day's living, 
he wUl thrive. 

This is the way to get rid of the j oor, 
mi erable dry fodder, that on most farm- 
will accumulate in spite of the best man- 
agement; rather, it is the way to turn 
them to valuable account. You might 
wish that all your straw, eorn-etalks and 
other refuse, a* the too common practice 
make* it, were first quality hay. Wish- 
ing will not make it so, but you can make 
it about m good a* hay. by putting a. lit- 
th; oil-cake, corn meal, dec, into the same 
maws with it ; ami you will be twice 
paid for your trouble and expense: first, 
in the better condition and Increased 
value of your cattle In spring, and sec- 
ond, in tiie increased value of the (arm 
fertilizer*, in consequence of this man- 
agement with stock.

Soil for a Vineyard. 

The report of the Northern Ohio and 
Lake Shore Grape Grower's Association 
for 1865-d, explodes some of the former 
ideas ab >ut grape culture — especially the 
idea that the grapes should be grown on 
-oil highly manured. The report says : 

Contrary to the idea entertained at the 
commencement of grape culture in thi* 
country, it is now the opinion of a ma- 
jority of vignerons, that a diy sol! pr - 
•luce* the best wine, especially with the 
Catawba grape. Stiff clay Is preferred. 
The soil should be dry; hence, under- 
draining is often a necessity. Sandy soil 
may produce a* fair clusters, but the 
quality of the wine i-- inferior. Gravelly 
sod i* probably next best. Clay crests 
that crop out of sandy or gravelly dis- 
tricts are excellent. Manuring Is al o 
discarded. Most experienced growers 
now consider manure an injury, when 
wine i* the object of production. The 
vine will bear abundantly a long time, 
and remain healthy on a -ill too poor for 
common forming. Manuring may spoil 
a vineyard. We remember a notable 
Instance of the truth of this In the vine* 
yard which produces the far-famed J o- 
haunieberger situated on the Rhine. A 
proprietor once had it heavily dunged, 
and the quality was perceptibly injured 
for many year- following, though the 
yield was increased. The wine maker* 
.state that the must of grapes grown on 
the upland clay soil* i* richer than that 
from the flatter lands of the Lake [stands 
or from sandy soil*.

8*5T Hunt's Merchants' Magazine for 
the current month explores the opinion 
that the reiiiilat ions of the Treasury De- 
partment for aseertaininj: and collecting 
the tax upon raw cotton threatens to in- 
volve much inconvenience both to the 
produc er and to the ( .'overnment, which 
seem to bo unnecessary, and if so, ought 
to be obviated. It cannot In expected 
that the cultivation of that Maple will 
tie pursued extensively if the annoyances 
and other inconveniences incident to 
carrying out the law are too aggravated 
for common patience, and we have no 
doubt that the < Jovernment will carefully 
reconsider the matter, and modify, so far 
as may be, the instructions lately issued, 
adopting the simplest and most inexpen- 
sive measures it is able under the law to 
adopt, for the weighing of cotton and 
the collection of the tax. This M but the 
commonest dictate of justice and good 
policy. The act of July, 1866, requires 
the tax of three cents a pound to be paid 
to the Collector- of Internal Revenue for 
the district in which the cotton shall 
have been produced, except in cases 
where permits have been duly obtained 
of the assessor upon the givin 



of this staple should be stimulated, not 
fettered. 

The cotton factors and merchants of 
New Orleans, apprehensive of onibar- 
rassment from the enforcement of the 
present system of regulations, held sev- 
eral ineetimrs daring the month of Sep- 
tember to devise modifications which 
the exigencies of the cotton trade seemed 
to require. A memorial was prepared 
and wMknami to Mr. McCulloch, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, setting forth 
that the existing regulations are exceed- 
ingly onerous, and, as they conceive, not 
well adapted to protect the interests of 
the ( Jovernment. The object of the law 
imposing a lax upon cotton they very 
rightly consider to be to collect the 
amount levied at the smallest cost, in the 
shortest time possible, and with the least 
expense, inconvenience and annoyance 
to the citizens who pay the tax. They 
accordingly suggest that all the cotton 
growing States shall be arranged into a 
single district for the purpose of collect- 
ing the tax. The j>ower to do this they 
claim is conferred by the seventh section 
of the internal revenue act of 1864, which 
authorizes the President "to alter the re- 
spective collection districts" as the pub- 
lic interest may require. AVe see, how- 
ever, that the Attorney General has 
written an opinion to the effect that un- 
der the law the Government has not the 
power claimed. If this be so the neces- 
sary legislation can without doubt be 
eu-ily obtained, and in the meantime 
such modifications should be made in 
the present regulations as may be possi- 
ble and may tend to remove the difficul- 
tie< and d i sa hi 1 i t i es rc fe r r cd to.

The French Exhibition. 

We are in possession of the general 
programme of the great international 
exhibition of Horticulture, to be held in 
Paris, in conjunction with the great ex- 
hibition, and extract the following parts 
of that programme for the benefit of the 
(ia/.ettc : 

Art. 1. A permanent and international 
exposition of Horticulture will be held 
with the universal exhibition on the 1st 
of April, 1887, lasting until the 31st of 

October. ^ 

A gardemm 50,600 square metres, being 
part of the grounds of the general exi»ort 
on the Champ de Mars is specially as- 
signed to that object; ample room will 
be provided for the valuable productions 
according to their nature, in stove houses, 
green houses, undertents, in galleries, 
and in the open air. 

Art. 2. There will be opened succes- 
sively, fourteen international Horticul- 
tural courses, 

A general and detailed programme of 
each of the courses will be published the 
end of July, 1866. 

The repetition of the prizes awarded to 
each course in four categories: 1st prizes, 
2d prizes, 3d prizes and diplomas, will be 
awarded by a jury, composed of the no- 
tabilities of horticulture, both French 
and foreign, selected by the special hor- 
ticultural section of the international 
jury of award, for each course and special 
jury- 

The prizes to be awarded to the tk/tog 
productions of horticulture, which make 
the special object of this programme (to 
the exclusion of the objects of art, im- 
plements, &c, relating to horticulture , 
are the following : 

1, Grand prism and allocations in 
money, a total sum of two hundred and 
fifty thousand franc-. 

2. One hundred gold medals each of 
the value of a thousand francs. 

8. One thousand silver medals. 

4. Three thousand brass medals. 

Five thousand diplomas (honorable 
mentions', all the medals of the same 
module. 

It is very likely that American Horti- 
culture has not yet reached a point that 
can enable its adepts to compete with 
their Kuropean rivals in any section of 
the above programme ; therefore, it is 
our lot to remain mere spectators; but 
even as such, we are much interested in 
a careful examination of the Horticul- 
tural measures that will find their way 
to that universal meeting. Most of the 
finest collections of England, Belgium 
and Germany will be at the rendezvous 
with those of France. For many reasons 
material, geographical, scientific and 
others, Paris is a center of attraction, 
which will draw to itself treasures that 
would not follow the call of other cities; 
this makes an opportunity of admiring 
such a magnificent display that may not 
offer for a long time after. But, notwith- 
standing that each and every part of that 
grand universal fair is alone worth com- 
ing from the opposite side of the Globe 
to see— there is one part of the Agricul- 
tural programme, w hich is above all ap- 
preciation to Americans — that is the par! 
relating to fruits and fruit trees. Above 
all, the 13th and 14th course— then will 
be the fruits, and by them the trees a- 
they are made to produce the firwitl, 
Perhaps then, the intelligent American 
gardener will throw aside his own no- 
tions on fruit culture, and adopt those 
new rules which would be 80 well appli- 
cable to his own climate, and are so far 
the exclusive privilege of the Fn neh 
fruit cultu rist.

It is 
a common error to confine them in a 
small pen, which soon becomes muddy 
ami the hogs cannot even find a dry 
place to lie down. The reason for doing 
this is, that if given a large lot, they will 
take so much exercise, thai they will not 
thrive rapidly. This is all wrong. The 
hog is naturally a lazy animal, ami, BO 
soon as he gets hi> fill, will seek some 
I quiet, snug place where he can lay down 
and snooze, and quietly digest his meal. 
He will not sleep in a dirty place if he 
, can avoid it. 

Give your hogs a food grass lot to run 
j in; feed them regularly; give them plen- 
ty of salt mixed with fiesh a-hes, and 
jyon\vill find that eight nunhsln ihf com 
fed in this way will make you as much 
and better pork than ten bu-bels <>f corn 
fed in a muddy pen without grass.

Cincinnati and New York Freights. 

The following article we clip from the 
Memphis Commercial and Argus. It 
expose! a trick only one of a thousand ) 
to force the Southern merchant to buy in 
Cincinnati (onload Of Louisville. Com- 
ment is unnecessary. Our merchants 
know with what sort of competition they 
have to deal, and "forewarned is to be 
forearmed : " 

In our commercial report of this morn- 
ing, we publish a letter from the respect- 
able firm of Tobin, Lynn ftCa, in which 
it U stated they were yesterday asked to 
pay 80 cents V ]< M > R)S on New York pur- 
. bases shipped from < 'incinnati to this 
point, by the regular packet Darling, the 
ordinary charge by the same boat on 
Cincinnati purchases being onlv ."..j cents 
r' 108 lbs. 

Of course -the Packet Company's peo- 
ple here know their business, and acting 
under instructions from the headquarters 
in Cincinnati, make only such charges 
as are coincident with their tariir of rates. 
We have then no alternative but to ac- 
cept it as the deliberate intention of the 
company to force our merchants to buy 
in Cincinnati, by offering a premium of 
2o cents fl 100 lbs on freight, which is the 
sum in difference between the New York 
and Cincinnati purchases in this ease. 

This may be fair dealing from a Cin- 
cinnati standpoint, but judging by the 
standard that generally pertains else- 
where, it looks the other way, and may 
have an efiect quite the contrary of that 
anticipated by those with whom it orig- 
inated. St. Louis and Louisville are 
cities of fast Improving importance, in a 
eommerein] sense, and are by no means 
sluggish or unimportant rivals of Cincin- 
nati ; and it might be that our merchants 
would stop short of the latter place just 
the distance that intervenes between it 
and the former, and to them transfer a 
trade that cannot be otherwise than a 
source of profit. Thfci they might do, to 
the detriment of Cincinnati, though we 
do not suggest such a course, save a 
dernier resort, and to save themselves 
being leeched by such discriminations, 
not to say exertions, as that complained 

of. 

Then, again, ore have two last freight 
lines from this city through to the (Cast, 
that might be much benefitted by the 
transfer to them of all freights from that 
quarter. That of the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad is In line working 
cder, carefully superintended, and con- 
nects al Norfolk with the New York line 
of steamers, carrying freight through in 

unusually quick time, and at rates so low 
as to commend it to the preference of 
merchants. That of the Memphis and 
Ohio railroad is so well known and ap- 
preciated OS to need no elaboration, only 
mere mention, to remind commercial 
men that by it their freights may be 
more quickly carried, as safe and as 
cheap as by packets who discriminate to 
so unfavorable an extent. 

But enough. The company, we hope, 
will realize that in thus discriminating 
they are standing In their own li^rlit and 
withdraw the exceptionable charges. If 
not, they must be prepared, better than 
we believe they are, to run a tilt against 
a commercial community, young, but 
vigorous and active, and where expe- 
riences are not to be thrown away by an 
indolent acceptance of whatever any cor- 
poration may prepare for thein.

Decision Relative to the Taxes upon 
Canned Keats, Vegetables, &c. 

Treasury Dkpartment, 
Offk k of Internal Revfnte, 
\Vashin<;ton, Oct. 27, 1806b 

By the amendatory act of July IS, 1866, 
■ >tami> duty i- iipofwl upon "every 
can, bottle, or other sinjrle jwiekage con- 
taining meat-. Mi, shell-fish, fruits, veg- 
etables, sauces, sirups, prepared mustard, 
jams, or jellies contained therein, and 
parked or Muled, made, prepared, and 
sold, or offered for sale, or removed for 
consumption, in the United States, on or 
after the first day of October, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six." 

While it is believed that it 1mm the 
purpose and intent of Congress to impose 
a stamp tax ui>on the al>ove-named arti- 
cles, if sold or offered for sale or removed 
for consumption in the United States, on 
or after October 1, 1866, regardless of the 
time of their manufacture or production, 
that intent is so imperfectly expressed as 
to render it doubtful whether, under a 
proper construction of the language of 
the statute, such a tax can be collected. 

Internal revenue officers are therefore 
instructed not to interfere with the pos- 
session or sale of such articles, of domes- 
tic manufaeture or production, when sat- 
isfactory evidence is furnished that they 
were prepared and passed out of the pos- 
session of the producer prior to the first 
day of October. 

Oysters and other shell fish are often 
removed from the shell, and, without 
undergoing any process lor their preser- 
vation, are placed, in a raw state, in tin 
or other vessels, for the sole purpose of 
transportation in ice. When put up in 
this manner, and for this purpose only, 
they are not regarded as canned within 
the" meaning and intent of the law, and 
no stamps will be required upon them. 

Article^ named in schedule C, when 
imi»orted, or of foreign manufacture, are 
liable to the stamp tax in addition t<- the 
import duties therein. When, however, 
such Imported article-, except playing 
cards, Inciter or friction matches, cigar 
lights and wax tapers, are soid in the 
original and unbroken packages in which 
the bottle* or other iaeloauref were pack- 
ed by the manufacturer, the person so 
selling them i> not mhjeet to any penalty 
on account of the want of a proper 
stamp; but when such package! are 
opened, the articles should not, under 
any circumstances, be offered or exposed 
for sale until they have been appropri- 
ately stamped. E. A. Bo tjiM B,

The receipts are liberal, but not in excess of the 
demand, and prices, with few exceptions, have 
been lb inly maintained.

That fact, with another, that gold during the 
peeking season ruled Ufe§£0 H cent higher thiui in 
t he following spring.overturned the calculations 
of the lx!*t informed commercial minds in this 
country and Kurope. In view of all of which 
we can onlv look for low prices, compared to 
pneea that have roled for the pan two years, to 
prevail for hogs this winter, and now incline 
strongly to the opinion that farmers who meet 
and sell upon an early market will obtain the 
best prices for their hogs. 

Bale Rope and Bagging— 

The demand during the past week has only 
been moderate, but prices have been fully main- 
tained, with sales at quotations. Stocks are 
very much reduced and is rajddly going into 
consumption, with indications of an advance. 
The demand for bale rope has lx en sluggish, 
owing to the fact that iron ties have in a great 
degree superceded its use. The comparative 
merits of rope and iron for haling cotton is just 
now attracting considerable attention. Kach 
commodity has its .'lends and advantages. We 
find the follow' , iu the Missouri Republican 
of the 3d : 

Commercial Fiutor: I hand you herewith 
an extract from a letter just received from one 
of our merchants now in New York, on the 
subject of " Tare on Cotton,'' which will doubt- 
less interest your readers in the cot to*ylist rids : 

I have made inquiries relative to the question 
of tare on cotton when baled with the hoop- 
iron, and I find that all the large brokers and 
cotton dealers are much prejudiced against the 
use of tlie iron, though but little cotton so baled 
has as yet been received here. I saw in Boston 
several of the treasurers of the largest mills, 
who state that they will not buy cotton bound 
with the tie, unless the actual weight of the iron 
is deducted as tare. I was also informed by a 
large manufacturer that in striking off the 
bands there was great danger of firx. and that 
(MM or two mills had been liurnetpaVom that 
canoe. Cotton bound with iron is alsu. more 
easily damaged, as in case of its hccoirftmt wet, 
the iron rusts and rots the bagging, and tjk cot- 
ton must be rebaled. There is no dounT but 
there will lie a tare, and a heavy one. " \V." 

Tiie New Orleans Times, of the 2sth BU., OOU- 

teina tbe following : 

The question of iron ties for cotton bales has 
lx>eii before the planting community for the 
past year, as also before the war. Fver mindful 
of saving a penny, the New England manufac- 
turers have come to the determination to exact 
direct tare on all cotton which they purchase 
encompassed with iron hoojis. This appears to 
be continued by the following communication : 

IRON lIOOI*S AND COTTON. 

T>> Hi- Editor of the X< w Ol l OQ W I Tihtt s; 

I have noticed the increasing use of hoop iron 
Bl a substitute for rope in baling cotton, with 
some concern, for the reason that I believ<- the 
Interest of the planteni and shipjiers will be 
greatly jirejudieed thereby. Already I am in- 
tormed that account sales have been received 
from the Eastern and foreign markets, showing 

a special tare to offset tbe ties, but this is per- 

baj>s only a la-ginning of the evil. I am en-

eaaonfaUy opens, the general use of the Iron 
tie will result in establishing a system of actual 
tare on cotton. We all know tbe manufacturers 
are not slow to take all the Sd vantage they can 
get, and it seems to me that they are playing 
into their bands |n mis matter, as they already 
intimate that they will not pay forty <>r titty 
cents per jiound lor useless iron, and the higher 
price that cotton may reach, the better tills 
point will hold. 

I am informed of other objections to their 
use — the difficulty of sampling to advantage, 
the liability to break, especially incold weather, 
and besides (he actual cost to jilanters at present 
prices is about the same for either article. 
Heinji rope is now selling at greatly reduced 
ju ices, and the cost to the planter per bide is 
about the same as for iron lioojis; this is not 

generally known to the planter, as the price has 

been much higher, and orders come to factors 
for ties only. The fact should not be lost sight 
of, that rope is of Southern stud Western man- 
ufacture, and made from hemp grown on 
Southern and Western soil. 

For every pound of iron ties thenriee must 
he sent abroad in Southern gold as the hoop, or 
the iron of the tie made here, is an imported 
article. Should the use of t lie iron hoop lead to 
the system ol" actual tare on cotton, the evil 
WOUM be very serious and diunaitini;. I submit 
these communications to those Interested. B. 

our correspondent talks of Southern sold 
being sent to foreign countries to pay for iron 
hoops. We i-resiime he only deals in an imagin- 
ary view. As lor Southern gold, in reality, the 
question may be asked, where is it? We shall 
receive some tew hundred tboieand bales of 
cotton iti our market (bis season, bul it will not 
be sold for gold ; irredeemable paper and cur- 
rency vill be the proceeds. 

According to the present price of bale rope, it 
is a profit to the planter to us; rope instead of 
iron hoops. The rOpe and cuttlugscan at all 

times be applied togiane practical use, also can 
the covering orb .iiiii: on cotton lor the making 
of paper and other numerous applications, 
while iron ties or boom are comparatively use- 
less. If tbe New Kugiand ii'.rttmfa'-t.urrrs' once 
obtain reteuhjr ti^re on cot,toii, they will never 
relinqulsn it. Many years ago, nearly two-score, 
a body oi buyers ol cotton attempted to organ- 
ise and demand tare Qttcpttou;. This was long 
before iron ties was brought Into notice. In 
giving place to the remarks of " B." our subject 
ts more to guaid tbe planters from the attempt

I >artieular honors ; hut all profession*, to 
lire zm-anect, ha«l their Hi :i re in the puh- 
iirt>st«vm. To despise any man wJiose 
Jabor, however mean, was useful to the 
State, vm held to he a crime. 

There lias been too much of the aristo- 
crat displayed in political, linancial and 
commercial circles in Virginia in years 
| i*t. Meehanieal trades have been looked 
upon a- something beneath the ambition 
of our young men, ami when aflveiisity 
overtook th" State, since our people arc 
forced to rely upon their own resource 

itaa i of h e rad ttoJJ fortunes for a live- 
lihood, we lind any amount of Bhingfea 
-tuck on stret'.s of our citi. -, witli the 
names of Individuals in gold or hronze 
:i- attorney Uld counselors at law, whose 
■■■initiom have led them to make buge 
mistakes. The majority of these would- 
lawyers, doctors, and, we will add, 
edited and writers, would make good 
hlacksiniths, carpenters, masons or ma- 
chinists, and, in this sphere, they would 
bi'come real ornaments to the BOCfety in 
'.viiieh they live, liut they are imbued, 
more or less, with the idea that tbey be- 
long to a higher order of Ixungs "than 
mechanics or hard-working fanners, ami 
are making an effort to gain a livelihood, 
perhaps honors, in spheres for which 
tbey are wholly unfitted. They are aris- 
tocratic, and occupy pretended* positions 
hit life, from which they look down upon 
the greasy machinist with unfeigned 
• ntonipt. Under this pressure mechan- 
ical trades and agriculture in Virginia 
h.ive baaa kept down, and we are (breed 
te conclude that la is about timethe pres- 
sure was taken off. We have studied 
history, and hunted the records of an- 
cient and modern times for some proof 
that contempt for manual labor ever ac- 
complished anything but final ruin for a 
people. We bave cetainly failed in our 
.1 forts, and, we rej^eat, it is time that the 
pressure v»;i^ taken oft* from labor. 

Under this regime, Virginia has been 
held down, her mechanics and laborers 
despised, until to-day, the wealth of the 
State consists in miserably-conducted 
public works, half-tilled lands, unopened 
mines, and fawning politicians. Instead 
of meehanie.., we have lawyers, and any 
amount of idleness. Instead of practi- 
cal statesmen, as in days of old, we have 

s t -t of theorists who, in their own esti- 
mation, are public thinkers and teachers. 
They have taught the people long enough: 
they have acted in the capacity of public 
brains until the State is ruined", and now 
they propose to sell it out to Baltimore, 
and put theif final seal upon their own 
contempt f >r lal*>r and the laboring 
classes. We are willing to see this class 
of political aristocrats take back seats, 
where they l»elong, and working men 
t ik>- their places. There never has been 
that respecUibilitv attached to labor in 
Virginia which belongs to it. There is 
no true nobility, save that found amomr 
working men. It la working am en who 
Irdild up marble palac s great cities, 
toads and commerce— Ih.at fight battles, 
;uid five liikerty to the enslaved; ami 
whoa working men rule the political des- 
tinies of Virginia — when We look Upon 
honest ktilaeajiaccomplirdimcnt instead 
of a calamity — we shall see Virginia, 
like New York, boasting of her wealth 
billions, Instead of a lew hundred 

.lljoILS.

Immigration.

The emigrants will, on the one 
hand, be liberal producers, and, on the 
other, economical consumers ; so that 
they will have a surplus of production
